CLEVELAND (Feb. 20, 2004) —The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) presents the refreshing music of 
the Imani Winds in the Museum’s Gartner Auditorium on Sunday, Feb. 29, at 2:30 p.m. as part of the Musart 
Mondial Series. 

General admission for the concert is $15; CMA members, seniors and students $8. Musart members 
receive free admission. 

Imani, which literally means “faith” in Swahili, features five remarkable musicians of African-American 
and Latin Heritage who aim to bridge the gap between European and African musical traditions. The lively quintet 
made up of Valerie Coleman, flute; Toyin Spellman, oboe; Mariam Adam, clarinet; Jeff Scott, horn and Monica 
Ellis, bassoon, takes their audiences on captivating journeys through divergent ethnic and musical identities by 
offering an exhilarating blend of traditional European wind music with African and Latino music. 

The quintet strives to bring valuable social consciousness to all of their performances by breaking down 
barriers between the audience and their music. 

The next performance in the Musart Series will be guest organist, Lorraine Brugh, with tenor, 
Christopher Cock on Sunday, March 28, at 2:30 p.m., in the CMA’s Gartner Auditorium. Brugh is assistant 
professor of music, director of chapel music and university organist at Valparaiso University, holding the Fredrick 
J. Kruse Endowed Chair in Church Music. Cock is director of choral and vocal activities at Valparaiso, where he 
holds the Duesenberg Chair in Lutheran Music. As a solo artist, Cock’s extensive range and communicative 
performances have established him as a premier lyric tenor.
